The Fort Erie Economic 
Development and Tourism 
Corporation (EDTC) will 
remain the way it is... for 

At Monday night's regular 
council meeting, a motion 
made by Ward 5 Coun. Don 
Lubberts was the main topic 
of discussion but was amend¬ 
ed by the time councillors put 
it to a registered vote. 

Lubberts originally hoped 
to see the EDTC no longer act 
as an arms-length agency to 
the Town of Fort Erie and to 
terminate the current agree¬ 
ment between two parties by 
2013. 

An amendment made by 
Ward 6 Coun. Paul Collard 
now means council will give 
formal notice to the EDTC 
that it is looking at revising its 
agreement and that any cur¬ 
rent employee of the EDTC 
shall become an employee of 
the Town of Fort Erie. 

The EDTC will not be ter¬ 
minated and will remain an 
arms length agency. 

"It's the best of both 
worlds," said Collard, the day 
after the meeting.

the phrase "if it isn't broke, 
don't fix it" to summarize 
their feelings on the motion. 

The first delegate to voice 
concerns over the proposed 
motion was Azhar 
Mohammad from the 
Canadian Motor Speedway, 
a state-of-the-art auto racing 
facility that plans to build 
here in Fort Erie, but is cur- 
rendy being stalled at the 
Ontario Municipal Board 

Mohammad started his 
speech by saying he was 
there to support the EDTC. 

"This organization has 
played a fundamental role in 
our investment initiatives 
since 2007," said 
Mohammad. 

He also feels the current 
structure, as an arms-length 
agency has proven to be 
effective in their communi¬ 
cation with the Town and 
the EDTC on the project, 
which is expected to gener¬ 
ate a $34 million annual tax 
impact to the region. 

"If this particular motion 
has been raised to highlight 
issues of accountability with 
respect to their process, we 
believe the current structure 
of the EDTC addresses this 
to our satisfaction," he said. 

Coun. Lubberts spoke 
after Mohammad's presen¬ 


saying that 
never his intention to shut 
down the economic devel¬ 
opment agency. 

"The motion that is 
brought forward is to keep 
the EDTC the way it is, but 
just as a department of the 
Town of Fort Erie," said 
Lubberts. 

Ted Mansell, executive 
vice-president of the union 
representing employees at 
the Fort Erie Racetrack spoke 
only with praise to the 
EDTC. 

He referred back to a dark 
and gloomy day near 
Christmas 2008, when all 
employees at the Fort Erie 
Racetrack were given layoff 
notices. The EDTC quickly 
after came up with a short 
term solution for the 2009 
season and have since 
formed the Fort Erie Live 
Racing Consortium, which 
has operated the track as a 
non-profit organization for 
the last two years and will 
for the next season as a pilot 
project, with funding from 
the provincial government 
and the Town of Fort Erie. 

The EDTC and its general 
manager Jim Thibert were 
the people behind this and 
Mansell said employees at 
the 114-year-old border oval 
are grateful for his hard 


work, re-instating their jobs. 

"The EDTC in its current 
structure has done nothing 
less than perform an eco¬ 
nomic miracle," he said. 

"There is absolutely no 
sound economic or rational 
business case to support this 
motion," he added. 

Prior to September 2007, 
the EDTC functioned as a 
division of the Town and was 
not considered an arms- 
length agency. 

Ward 2 Coun. Rick Shular 
said this separation was 
made because the EDTC 
had limitations and restric¬ 
tions when operating under 
that particular structure. 

Since then he feels the 
EDTC has been able to do 
business with more creativi¬ 
ty and breathing room and 
says Monday's decision is 
only an attempt for council 
to gain control of the EDTC. 

"To me, this is 


rt positive," he 

said. 

Shular said the decision to 
separate the EDTC in 2007 
was done for all the right 
reasons and going back to 
that formula will have nega¬ 
tive impacts.

On Wednesday, at approx¬ 
imately 5:45 p.m, three citi¬ 
zens noticed smoke and 
flames coming from the sec¬ 
ond story of a residential 
home.

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Provincial candidates focus on state of health care

The election has heated up, 
as voters will decide what party 
and what candidate they want 
representing them at Queen's 
Park. 

Health care has been one of 
the biggest issues provincial 
politicians have been cam¬ 
paigning on and last Saturday, 
provincial New Democrat 
Party (NDP) leader Andrea 
Horwath visited the front lawn 
of the Douglas Memorial site,

At the time of the press 
event, a date was unknown on 
the inquest into the death of 
Reilly Anzovino, an 18-year- 
old who died in a Boxing Day 
car accident in 2009. 

Horwath cited this incident, 
saying her family needs to 
know whether her death was 
the result of emergency room 
closures in Port Colbome and 
Fort Erie. 

"We know this area has been 
devastated by health care cuts 
over the last couple of years," 
said Horwath.

munity," she added, in front of 
a crowd of supporters and

There is more to this 

It goes beyond politics 
and simply conducting 
business. 

Monday night's council 
meeting was yet another 
fun-filled hoopla with lots 
of action. 

Shouting, the police 
being called on the same 
person for the third week in 
a row, roars of applause, 
temper tantrums... all the 
usual stuff. 

The main event on the 
agenda was a motion pro¬ 


posed by Coun. Don 
Lubberts to terminate the 
Town of Fort Erie's agree¬ 
ment with the Economic 
Development and Tourism 
Corporation (EDTC). 

Before it was debated at 
length, 12 delegations from 
the community were made 
in opposition to the idea. 

Ail of them have some 
role with local business and 
none of them had anything 
good to say about the 
motion or what it could do 
to our economy. 

"If it aint broke, don't fix 
it." 

That was the catch 
phrase for the evening... 
and it's one that I can agree 
with. 

However, the amend¬ 
ment put on the table by 
Coun. Collard is a step in 
the right direction com¬ 


pared to what was original¬ 
ly proposed. 

The EDTC maintaining 
its arms-length status 
means it can continue with 
a more creative approach 
to recruiting business and 
isn't bound to as many reg¬ 
ulations, if it were held 
accountable to the munici¬ 
pal act. 

This changed in 2007 
because it wasn't working I 
gather from the comments 
heard on Monday. 

I wasn't reporting coun¬ 
cil then, but apparently a 
change was needed and 
that's what we've had since 

Mayor Doug Martin and 
Rick Shular were there 
when this took place and 
spoke strongly against 
revising the EDTC's struc- 


Local businesspeople 
who were in operation in 
Greater Fort Erie in 2007 
also spoke at the meeting. 

They weren't impressed 
with the idea either. 

So, what does this all 

It means the people have 
spoken. 

But when some council¬ 
lors were given the oppor¬ 
tunity to ask questions of 
the delegates, the tone 
seemed to be as if minds 
had already been made up. 

The decision was already 
sealed and delivered for 
most of the four councillors 
who were leaning towards 
dissolving the local agency 
that bring business into 
town and plays an integral 
role at the Fort Erie 
Racetrack, this town's larg¬ 
est employer. 


Maybe not, but that's the 
way it appeared with at 
least two. 

It makes me believe 
there will never be a con¬ 
tentious issue in this term 
that won't be split by a 4-3 

There is so much spite 
on this council it can be 
uncomfortable to watch. 

It's on both sides too, 
back and forth...week after 

Speaking more specifi¬ 
cally about the issue at 
hand, it comes down to 
some people's personal 
opinions of the EDTC's 
general manager. 

This claim was dismissed 

Monday... but in my esti¬ 
mation it is slightly true. 

Coincidentally, two days 
later, the mayor joked about 


how vocal Thibert can be in 
front of a large crowd, at 
Infocision. It's a new call 
centre that plans to employ 
hundreds of people in the 
near future. But it isn't a 
coincidence that the EDTC 
played a large role in bring¬ 
ing them here. 

Anyone who knows Jim 
is aware he isn't a pushover 
by any means and that he 
can be abrasive at times. 

If I was in his position, 
I'd take that as a compli- 

Someone with his role 
needs to be confident and 
have a unique approach to 
business, or else nothing 
would get done.

Dear Editor, 

On Saturday, September 
24, Ontario NDP candidate, 
Andrea Horwath visited Fort 
Erie citizens at the Douglas 
Memorial Hospital. In the 
Yellow Shirt Brigade’s 
September 22 newsletter, it 
was publicized that the pur¬ 
pose of her visit would be “to 
profess the need for emer¬ 
gency services for Fort Erie.” 
Unfortunately, I left the event 
feeling a like it ended up as 
more of a public relations 
opportunity for the NDPs. 

Prior to Horwath’s arrival, 
a member of her campaign 
staff began arranging us for 
photos and the subsequent 
recording of Horwath’s 
speech.

I am a supporter of the 
NDPs, but I find the actions 
of Horwath’s team a little 
disturbing. To me, it 
appeared as an attempt to 
direct all attention towards 
the candidate - effectively 
silencing our voices and 
restricting coverage of a local 
issue that is important to the 
people of Fort Erie. 

During her speech, 
Horwath genuinely present¬ 
ed herself as an advocate 
and ally by passionately 


arguing the need for acces¬ 
sible hospitals and the rein¬ 
statement of services. I 
believe her commitments to 
healthcare are genuine, and 
that we can rely on her for 
quality healthcare far more 
than PC candidate, Tim 
Hudak, who joined forces 
with premier Mike Harris in 
the 1990's and successfully 
closed 28 hospitals across 
the province.

Emma Davis will likely 
never tell her teachers at 
Bertie Public School that a 
dog ate her homework, 
because it's a claim that is all 
too real for the eight-year-old. 

About two weeks ago, the 
grade four students and five of 
her Mends were walking 
home from the Top of the 
Ridge Daycare on Ridge Road, 
where they head after school 
for a bit until their parents are 

Since it's only a short dis¬ 
tance from where they all live 
nearby to one another, it's a 
safe walk for them after 
school. 

But two weeks ago, the 
group of six girls were attacked 
by two dogs at the intersec¬ 
tion of Ridge and Hazel 

Emma received the worst of 
it and suffered a rather deep 


bite to her hip. 

The young girl's mother 
Tricia, has a few concerns. 

When meeting with the 
Times last week, Tricia said 
she has learned that the two 
canines in question are repeat 
offenders and this isn't the 
first time they have gone after 
someone walking down the 

They are on a dangerous 
dog watch list already, she has 
learned. 

Since this isn't the first time 
it has happened, she wonders 
why the two dogs appear to be 
receiving yet another leash on 

"Those dogs should have 
been put down that day," she 

"The rights of these dogs 
seems to be a priority over the 
safety of our kids," added the 
concerned mother. 

Tricia also said these two 
dogs are the only real reason 
to worry about the daily ven¬ 


ture Emma and her Mends 
make. Emma calls her at work 
when they leave and also 
when they arrive. 

"They're safe because they 
walk in a group," she said. 

Davis is also thankful for an 


announcement made by 
Bertie Public School, notify¬ 
ing students and parents 
about the incident. 

WendyTrombley, manager 
of the local SPCA said action 
has been taken since this 
incident. The two dogs are 
now in the care of the SPCA 
and will be undergoing train¬ 
ing and assessment 
’’This has been a \ _ 
unfortunate incident and the 
owners are very remorseful," 
said Trombley. 

Since hearing this news, 
Davis is glad to know her 
daughter and her Mends will 
no longer feel threatened on 
their way to and from school, 
"The outcome is really 
great for the kids's safety."
